LOSS OF TE STEAMER " PEIEO" ,

of the British steamer Peiho;=Captala Stawart; 
whieh loft Shinzhai-on the. 7th ultimo with

firemen of tha steamer, who stated that on 
the morning of Munday, ‘the Lth, a hard galo 


running, the Peiho pitched a great deal and 
took water in st tbe hawse pipes: While anden- 
yours were being made to get rid of this woter, 
a very-hearyaen caught the steamer doving a 
lnroh to Idewrd, and driving iu her spar 
deck filled: ber fore compartment vith 
water, Boing then bowa under, tho vessel 
became unminageable, and- it waa found 
necessary.to sbandon her, T 
left her, and within’é short tima after tho ca- 
tnatrophe she foundered, going dwn liead first, 
Tho captain, mginesra, stewards, and boya got 
into'one boat, and the remainder, conststing.of 
those who reashed Ubofoo, inte the other. ‘The 
latter hoat wis Soon after picked up by a- junk, 
and the men taken to the island of Minta, 
whence they "ere conveyed by another junk to 
Chefoo..
